IN ADDITION TO THOSE ITEMS IN REF C, WE NOTED THAT 
ASSISTANT SECRETARY HOLBROOKE WISHED TO HOST tHANG AND 
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JJ CHAQZHU TO DINNER ON MARCH 17 AT THE PALM RESTAURANT 
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AND THAT FREEhAN WiSHKO TO HOST THE OTHER 1WO hEMbERS OF 
THE DELEGATION TO CINNCR AT HIS HO^E. ON NARCK *fc t - 
AMBASSADOR SE I GN I OUS, FORMER DIRECTOR OF ACOA, WILL HO-T 
THE FULL DELEGATION TO DINNER AND ON MARCH 19THE'PRC 
EMBASSY WILL HOST A FUNCTION. WE HAVE TENTATIVELY 
SCHEDULED A MEETING WITH NEW ACOA DIRECTOR AMBASSADOR
